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It is not my purpose today to make a full report on my ad- 
ministration of the affairs of Grand Commandery from October 
26, 1949 to the present time, for it is my intention to make a 
complete report at the Annual Conclave on. October 25, 1950. 

I will at this time, however, call your attention to several items 
of importance to each and every Knight Templar in our Juris- 
diction. Grand Commandery has had a most successful year 


to date: 
MEMBERSHIP 


A twenty-six year record has been broken. 

While we are still a long way from our peak membership of 
26,563 attained in 1926, real forward progress has been established 
with over 1,000 petitions already received in our fifty-one Com- 
manderies during the current Templar year. This establishes a 
twenty-six year record,— 914 petitions having been last received 
during 1925, and 1,233 during 1924. The low point was reached 
in 1933 with but 81; last year we received 779. Thirty-one 
Commanderies have already tied or exceeded their 1949 peak, — 
Winthrop and Northampton six times last year’s figures; Hugh de 
Payens, Pilgrim, Milford and Natick five times; and Worcester 
County and Athol four times! The Big Five continue to be Hugh de 
Payens, Worcester County, De Molay, Boston, and St. Johns. 
It is hoped that as many as possible, among our Commanderies, 
will complete the work before July 1 on petitions already received, 
and that additional petitions acted upon in June will assure a 
continuation of this 1950 upsurge. 


INSPECTIONS 
There have been some changes in the Inspection and Marking 

Departments this year. The feeling of your Grand Commander 
was that our marking grades in recent years have been obviously 
out of line. Certainly the average Commandery is around 9 and 
not 10 minus. Recent markings allowed a spread of 50, 30, and 
40 for the top three grades; I believe the spread should more 
equitably and logically be 30, 40, and 50. In other words 10 
minus this year has covered the marking between 97 and 100, 
rather than between 95 and 100; 9 plus has ranged from 93 to 97, 
rather than 92 to 95; and nine has covered from 88 to 93 rather 
than from 88 to 92._ The complete system has been printed in 
the Red Book, a copy of which is appended:

Unirorms 


On August 15, 1949, Grand Recorder George A. Weeks re- 
ported the results of a questionnaire on Uniforms to all 51 Com- 
manderies in Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

With but 22 Commanderies reporting, the result showed: 

Fifty-two per cent of our Sir Knights in favor of the present 
Uniform, or one less costly. 

Forty-eight per cent desired purchase of Uniforms to be optional. 

It appeared that 56% of those voting own wearable uniforms. 

Even following the Triennial Conclave at San Francisco in 
September 1949, the question of Uniform requirements appears 
to have been in considerable doubt. / 

General letter of the M..E..Grand Master of January 18, 
1950 ruled that under present Grand Encampment Law, any 
Grand Commandery can make the Templar Uniform a_pre- 
requisite, or may continue the present policy if it is already a 
prerequisite. His general letter of January 18, 1950 has been 
ordered READ at the next Conclave of Each Grand Commandery 
as follows: 


January 13, 1950. 


To the Grand Commanders and Grand Recorders of the Jurisdiction 
of the Grand Encampment: 

This office now has on file detailed specifications from three 
reliable uniform houses for a full Templar uniform. of standard 
type, including sword but excluding trousers, at a price of $80.00. 
Necessarily these specifications do not call for as elaborate equip- 
ment as that which is now generally in use, but at the same time 
it provides a uniform which conforms in general appearance to 
the so-called standard uniform. 

With others it has been my earnest hope that notwithstanding 
the legislation at the last Triennial Conclave, we can still “save” 
the uniform. It has been an appealing feature of Templary 
throughout the history of the Grand Encampment. It conforms 
to our ceremonies, and it still attracts attention today. Unless 
it can be saved, the time is close when we must abandon the 
thought of parades which throughout Templar history have been 
outstanding. 

The first most noticeable general comment whenever a public 
appearance is made, refers to “waving plumes.’’ However 
appealing our principles may be, nevertheless, the publicity given 
to the uniform has attracted consideration by many of the men 
who are now in our ranks. There are many instances in which 
boys too young to join have retained a desire to ultimately wear 
the uniform. In many other instances it has inspired encourage- 
ment by members of his family that an eligible Mason join the 
Order. On public occasions it affords ocular demonstration to 
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all elements in the community of the dignity of the organization 
of which we are so proud. : 

A pool of presentable uniforms is impractical, but a pool of 
swords is an easy accomplishment for any Commandery whether 
large or small. While each man should have his own belt, a 
reasonable variety of sword lengths is easily obtainable and a 
large supply of swords is not necessary for the percentage of 
poets who participate in a public appearance. If there is a 
ae moe erords, the cost of the uniform can be still further reduced;

At Masonic Night, on Sunday evening, May 21 at Symphony 
Hall in Boston, Arthur Fiedler presented to the Rt. Em. Grand 
Commander, on the stage, an autograph copy of the new RCA 
Victor Red Seal Record of the famous “BOSTON COMMAND- 
ERY MARCH” recently recorded by the Boston Pops Orchestra. - 
This martial air, featuring the stirring strains of “ONWARD 
CHRISTIAN SOLDIERS,” was first played in the Grand En- 
campment Parade of 1896 at the corner of Tremont and Boylston 
Streets in Boston by Carter’s Band. On the reverse side of the 
record is “OUR DIRECTOR'S MARCH.”

Templary is on the march! Hundreds of. Christian Knights 
will parade tomorrow afternoon from historic Boston Common 
to Mechanics Building on Huntington Avenue with the solemn 
realization that this is the first Grand Commandery Parade in 
our Jurisdiction in fifteen years, and the first such public demon- 
stration in the great City of Boston since May of 1905. It will 
serve a double purpose. Because it gives public demonstration 
of the active existence of thousands of Christian Templars in 
New England, and it will also renew the faith of every Sir Knight 
in the great principles of Templary.

REPORT OF THE EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 
COMMITTEE 


To the Committee 
Sir Knights: 

It is extremely difficult to give a picture of the detailed work 
of our Educational Foundation Office without presenting tables 
of figures. While group figures may mean little or nothing, yet if 
rightly shown, patiently considered, and compared, will reveal the 
workings of our Division. 

We have every reason to feel satisfied with the various phases 
of the work of this Foundation. To interview students, receive and 
process but one application for a loan, involves a considerable 
amount of time, correspondence and detail before the application 
is ready for the Committee’s approval. After a loan has been 
approved by the Committee there is the final processing of the 
Note and issuing of the Warrant. During the Fiscal Year ending 
December 31, 1949, we completed 62 loans amounting to 
$25,922.00. 

Tevery three years, the Grand Encampment Educational Foun- 
dation Committee requires a completed detailed breakdown of all 
accounts since the inception of the Fund in 1922. This request 
was received in 1949, and the forms and questionnaires required 
considerable time in the preparation of same, and such had to be 
done at a time that would not interfere or delay the regular routine 
work of the office in caring for applications, correspondence or 
collections. 

The final report shows that among other things, the total number 
of loans made to December 31, 1948 amounted to 1,793, totaling 
$545,739.52; 1,726 students have repaid the sum of $482,983.18. 
Up to December 13, 1948, Joans had been granted to 1,286 boys and 
507 girls. 

In making the survey, we were able to locate many of our 
delinquent students, to whom this Foundation loaned money in 


the past, and who are now paid up or making regular payments.

The Grand Commandery of Knights Templar of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island holds its 144th Semi-Annual Conclave in Boston 
this week end. Called to order on Saturday afternoon at Masonic 
Temple on Boylston Street by Judge Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr., 
as Grand Commander, the representatives of the 51 Commanderies 
will meet in business session which will include adoption of the 
annual budget of the Educational Foundation, the National 
Templar project for educational. aid to College students, irre- 
spective of race or creed. 

On Sunday, May 28, led by the Aleppo Temple Shrine Band, 
2,597 uniformed Knights Templar from 51 Commanderies through- 
out Massachusetts and Rhode Island, together with a delegation 
from Portland, Maine, will parade from historic Boston Common 
at 2:30 P.M. by way of Charles Street, Boylston Street, and 
Huntington Avenue to special exercises in Grand Hall at Me- 
chanics Building, where Mayor John B. Hynes will bring the 
Greetings of the City of Boston, and Dr. Daniel L. Marsh, Presi- 
dent of Boston University, will deliver the principal address. 


To Division Commanders: 

Starting at 2:00 P.M. on Sunday, May 28, 1950, you are in full 
charge of your Division, and responsible for it. ; 

A numbered marker on the Charles Street side of Boston 
Common will designate the head of the line in your Division. 
Each Commandery in your Division reports to you. 

By your D.G.W. you should report to the Chief Marshall 
directly your Division is ready in line.

Sir Knight: 

Appreciating your offer of official assistance on Sunday after- 
noon May 28, I send you this outline that you may have the 
general pictwre and a clearer conception of just what details I wish 
to go smoothly. 

T plan to visit Mechanics Hall on Saturday, May 27, with Todd 
to explain various items to him in detail. He should then be in a 
position to be sure the various points are covered Sunday. In 
addition, he will have about 10 uniformed members of the Aleppo 
Band. Directly Boston Commandery has passed the Reviewing 
Stand on steps of Mechanics Building, No. 131 Huntington, you 
should swing out and join Todd or Budreau who will be at the 
curbing at No. 135 Huntington. 

I. Before the parade arrives at Mechanics Hall: 

Todd, Chantler, and any others not actually in the parade, 
should be at Mechanics Hall at 1:00 P.M. 

The steps at No. 131 Huntington are to serve as Reviewing 
Stand, and nobody else is to be there. 

Open car, driven by Mort. Gibson, with Grand Commandery 
Standard, on arrival will park at curb just beyond No. 131 as a 
marker for salute. 

II. Directly the Aleppo Band arrives, and has passed Review, 
those men are to promptly see that the above reserved sections are 
clear, and kept clear, except for necessary ticket holders, viz. the 
stage, the Grand Commandery Ladies’ section, and the Color guard 
section. Todd should station 2 Band men to control each of 
stage steps, 2 to control small reserved ladies section at right front, 
and 6 or more to control large reserved section at left front held 
for Color bearers. 

III. Directly you men of Boston Commandery have passed Review, 
swing out of line promptly to join Todd, or Budreau, at No. 135 
Huntington Avenue—while rest of Boston Commandery goes on 
down to West Newton Street. 

You men should then be split up somewhat as follows: 

2 men cover outside Main Entrance on Huntington Avenue 

to direct, ladies and non-uniformed men inside. 

2 men cover just inside this Main Entrance directing these 

people up to Balcony—the main floor being reserved for 
uniformed men.

G men or more proceed at once to the three West Newton Street 
side entrances to Mechanics Building to facilitate prompt 
entering of men from parade into hall and to seats on main 
floor. Must be kept moving—unless parade is to be stopped 
up! 

Led by the Em. Commander in each case, the colors of each 
Commandery will enter Grand Hall and pass down centre aisle 
towards ‘stage. When all lined up, will have National Anthem. 
Then, on Calling of Roll of Colors, each Color Division will step 
forward to surrender colors. National Flag will go to the left, and 
other banners to right; a stairway to platform will be both to right 
and left of centre stage. 

All National Colors will be at left, all Grand Standards in rear, 
and other banners on right.

To the Members of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templar 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


Comrades in Christian Knighthood: 


As we gather here today, officially to transact the business of 
the 147th Annual Conclave of the oldest Grand Commandery in 
America, I frankly confess it seems but yesterday that it became 
my honorable responsibility to assume for one year in our juris- 
diction the leadership of the greatest Christian Protestant fraternal 
organization in the world.

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CHRISTMAS OFFERING AND GOOD CHEER 


The response by all Commanderies to our annual local Christmas 
Fund appeal in December 1949 was most heartening. The total 
of $7,669.24 from 51 Commanderies was not only $416.97 in excess 
of the 1948 total, but a record figure for the entire nineteen-year 
period starting with 1931. Since 1931, Templary’s total in our 
Grand Commandery has been $101,261.76. A complete summary 
of contributions by the respective Commanderies was contained 
in Official Order No. 1. 


THOMAS SMITH WEBB MEDALS 


For years it has been a mark of real distinction and honor to 
wear a Thomas Smith Webb Medal, as originally authorized and 
adopted by this Grand Commandery in honor of Thomas Smith 
Webb, who together with a small group of Sir Knights first formed 
St. John’s Commandery of Providence, Rhode Island over 148 
years ago in August, of 1802 and who organized the Grand Com- 
mandery on May 6, 1805. 


During the past year 20 Commanderies presented 149 Thomas 
Smith Webb Medals to faithful veterans. While it was my great 
privilege to present many of these in person, I am at the same 
time disturbed to see so many of our most loyal Sir Knights ap- 
proaching the twilight of active Templar service. During the 
five most recent years the record has been as follows: 194 in 1946 
136 in 1947, 146 in 1948, 83 in 1949, and 149 for 1950. This would 
take a total of 708 in the short period of five years, out of a total

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EDUCATIONAL FUND 


In February of 1950 Templary sustained an unusually severe 
loss in the death of the R.:.E..Sir G. Lester Marston, who had 
served for five years as Chairman of the Knights Templar Edu- * 
cational Foundation Committee of this Grand Commandery, and 
who gave unstintingly of his time and efficient management 
abilities to the detail work of Templary’s great educational 
project. Largely due to his personal efforts, and under his di- 
rection, a complete survey and review of every case in the files 
was carefully completed. Furthermore, the activity of the Fund 
had meanwhile increased from new loans of only $6,700 to needy 
students during 1948, to 55 loans aggregating $26,175 during 1949. 


Your Grand Commander is pleased to report acceptance by 
E..Sir Clarence Davis of appointment as Chairman of the Edu- 
cational Fund Committee on which he has previously rendered 
valuable service as a member for many years. New members on 
the Committee have been E.:.Sirs Frank B. Ells and Louis E. 
Dexter. 


DIVISION COMMANDERS AND INSPECTION MARKS 


Your Grand Commander is most appreciative for the co- 
operation received from Division Commanders during this past 
year. Inspections have been well attended and the results gener- 
ally were a real credit to Templary. Policies differ from year to 
year, but my firm belief has always been that inspections which 
drag on from late afternoon until far into the evening defeat the 
true purposes of this annual social full dress gathering and check-up 
of Commandery efficiency. All salient points of the. degree can 
be adequately exemplified without the twenty-five minute initial 
delay incident to a full form opening, and without the familiar 
work of lantern slides, or the tedious detail of Attributes delivered 
by an Eminent Commander whose work to that point has already 
disclosed his personal ability, or failure, in work far more interest- 
ing to attentive Sir Knights whose attendance should be en- 
couraged. 

At the outset of this year I also felt that our reported marking 
grades have long been not only synthetic but out of line for pur- 
poses of comparison. In other words, the average Commandery 
produces work on a 9 or 9 plus rather than a 10 minus basis. The 
earlier marking system allowed spreads of 50, 30, and 40 for the 
three top grades, rather than a more logical 30, 40 and 50. During 
the past year, therefore, marks of 10 minus covered results from 
97 to 100, rather than all the way from 95 to 100; 9 plus covered 
from 93 to 97 rather than 92 to 95; 9 included standard work from 
88 to 93, 9 minus from 84 to 88, 8 plus from 80 to 84, 8 from 76 
to 80, and 8 minus all below 76. During the past year 12 Com- 
manderies,—rather than 18 or more,—attained the highest 
standard, while 34 rather than 26 were in the 9 plus and 9 area. 
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Marks of 9 minus or less totalled 5 as against 7. My purpose wa 
not to insist on unusually stiff marking, but mater 5 eed ioe 
mean average where it logically would seem to belong. Top 
Commandery for the year, in excellence of ritualistic work and 
tactics, was Bay State with 985, followed closely by Haverilll and 
Hugh de Payens tied with 984, and Boston with 976. 


RED CROSS AND MALTA JOINT CONCLAVE 
AT MELROSE ON APRIL 1 


Originally sponsored by Hugh de Payens Commandery of Mel- 
rose, but with the active co-operation of De Molay ae 
of Boston, the Joint Conclave at Melrose on Saturday, April 1 
W as an early highlight of the current Templar year. The ‘co nplete 
Order of the Red Cross in full regalia and with special music was 
twice worked by Sir Knights of Hugh de Payens Commandery 
under the leadership of E.:.Sir Leslie M. Collins, and the Order 
of Malta in full form by Sir Knights of De Molay Commandery, 
with the same cast appearing both afternoon and evening Forty- 
two out of our 51 Commanderies registered for this event and 
were represented during the day, plus representatives from ten 
oa aneetes of Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont. A total 
of 184 candidates received the Orders in the afternoon, and 197 in 
ee evening, thirty-eight of our Commanderies furnished 369 of 
ae io of 381, while Commanderies from Laconia and Rochester 
N, H., and Burlington, Vermont presented a total of twelve. Hu h 
de Payens led with 101 candidates, De Molay presented 35 
Gethsemane had 24, Boston 19, and Sir Galahad 15.

of the parade ground on historic Boston Common was alive and 
vibrant with eleven bands and nine long divisions of Sir Knights 
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stretching from Charles Street the entire expanse up over the hill 
to the trees, before the parade moved, as promised, at 2:30 P.M. 
In line were 2,597 Sir Knights, including the following eleven

FIFTH ANNUAL OUT-DOOR TEMPLAR SERVICE 


Once again, on Sunday afternoon June 11, 1950 at Manning 
Bowl in Lynn, Olivet Commandery No. 36 successfully sponsored 
an inspiring out-door religious service featured this year by the 
address of the Honorable Gay H. Brown, former Justice of the 
Supreme Court and Past Grand Master of Masons of the State 
of New York. The occasion was also the official opening ceremony 
of the 100th anniversary celebration of the founding of the City 
of Lynn. Greetings of the city were extended by Mayor Stuart 
A. Tarr. The Haverhill Masonic Band, Sir Harry E. Rodgers at 
the amplified Hammond electric organ, a choir of 600 voices from 
Churches of Greater Lynn and Miss ‘Alice Farnsworth as guest 
soloist, furnished the music. 

The customary living Triangle and Cross was formed by over 
1,000 uniformed Sir Knights representing 28 Commanderies. Due 
to the absence of the Grand Commander in attendance at the 
Imperial Shrine Council session in California, our Deputy Grand 
Commander V.:.E.:.Sir J. Herbert Hinds brought the greetings 
of our Grand Commandery. 

This splendid public demonstration of Christian Templary was 
again under the able Chairmanship of our late E..Sir Robert Ww. 
Hutchinson, as Past Commander of Olivet Commandery and 
Commander of the 8th Division of the Grand Commandery. 


Templary has lost a real worker and enthusiastic leader in “Bob” 
Hutchinson. 


PUBLICITY 


The admonition to “Let your light so shine that they may see 
your good works’’ is rather meaningless if the light is “hidden 
under a bushel.’’ When a cause is Just, an affirmative effort to 
attract public interest through sustained and planned publicity 
is not only justified but highly desirable. No false sense of modesty 
or coy reticence ever won adherents to any great: movement, He 
who died on the cross sent disciples forth throughout the world, 
The two most powerful forces to focus public attention on the 
evils of human slavery in America almost one hundred years ago 
were the “Liberator” of William Lloyd Garrison and a famous 
book by Harriet Beecher Stowe.

Unless it is a mere propaganda sheet, the average newspaper 
is not published primarily to disseminate news; it is published to 
make money from advertising even though the public buys it to 
read news. Most local news items are fed to the newspapers, and 
in most instances the items are welcomed. For adequate Templar 
publicity our job is to feed Templar news to local papers and I 
urge that you continue to do so. Make an effort to forward local 
items to our Grand Recorder sufficiently ahead of time for him to 
give a twenty-four hour advance release to your local paper,—or 
see that it is done by your own Recorder. 

Pursuant to this policy a questionnaire was forwarded to each 
Commandery as early as July of last year to ascertain in every 
case the name of the local newspaper reported by each individual 
Recorder to be the best publicity medium for his Commandery,— 
with inquiry whether same was a daily or weekly paper, ut also 
the time of publication. From such data a complete sched ule A as 
prepared of fifty-nine newspapers, daily or weekly, throughout 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, with other pertinent informa- 
tion, all of which is now available in the office of the Grand Re- 
corder. The Commanderies were grouped by Divisions, and an 
Inspection form letter was furnished the Grand Lp aorleay 
office which merely required changes in the date, the place, the 
name of the Commander, and the name of the appropriate in- 
specting officer. This procedure assured prompt advance ae 
to local papers and in many instances assured not ens a sp ae e 
amount of publicity but even the assignment of a local reporter 
to cover the event. k A d 

I believe such efforts for systematic planned publicity neu 
be continued. During the past year we received an Ee 
amount of newspaper recognition, not only incident to lect ie 
mandery inspections and anniversaries, but especially inci et ; to 
the Melrose joint conclave on April 1 and the Grand counian gery 
parade in Boston on May 28. The continued value of the Mon : ly 
issue of the “Templar” is well recognized, especially due to the 
incentive afforded by R..E..Frank Wilson’s statistics and com- 
ments on membership progress. 


MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEES

Granting that a truly successful membership drive invariably 
centers aieune the personality of the Eminent Commantioy 
would seem imperative that every Commandery in the ane 
diction, without exception, should have an official Members ip 
Committee available for active support of the Commander Ss plans 
for new members, and to serve as readily available contacts wit 
neighboring Chapters, Councils, and Blue Lodges. Each Core 
mander this past year was therefore directed not only to appoint 
such a Committee, but to report its membership to the office o: 
the Grand Recorder. A minimum requirement for such Mem- 
bership Committee was a member from at least each Chapter in 
the Commandery jurisdiction. With the aid of our Cee 
corder, an official list of all Chapters in Massachusetts and Rhode 
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Island,—arranged by Commandery jurisdictions according to the 
Grand Commandery Constitution,—was promptly mailed to all 
Commanders. It may be said, however, that the policy of your 
Grand Commander has been to permit and encourage free choice 
by prospective candidates as to Commandery preferences. I 
have not favored strict continuation of the antique Grand Com- 
mandery policy of creating game preserves! The candidate himself 
has some rights. 


YORK RITE NIGHTS 


The woods are full of potential Knights Templar! At the start 
of this past year, Rhode Island with 16,153 Master Masons and 
5,365 Chapter Masons had only 2,265 Knights Templar on its 
rolls; Massachusetts with 109,572 Master Masons, of whom 23,457 
were Chapter Masons, numbered only 11,104 Knights Templar. 
In percentage, that meant in Massachusetts 21% of all Master 
Masons had joined the Chapter, and 47% of all Chapter Masons 
were also Knights Templar; in Rhode Island 33% of all Masons 
were in the Chapter, and 42% of all Chapter Masons were Tem- 
plars. Thus in Massachusetts, although one out of every five 
Masons has started up the York Rite by joining the Chapter, 
only 47% of these Chapter brethren have completed the York 
Rite by joining a Commandery; in Rhode Island although one 
out of every three Masons has joined the Chapter ‘only 42 out. of 
each 100 of these Chapter Masons are Templars. Obviously— 
oe before considering advancement of new Master Masons 
ans ated each year,—there already exists a vast available 

ie yo Templar prospects in both States. In Massachusetts 
additional effort should at least bring the 21% Chapter member- 
ship of all Masons up nearer the 33% record of Rhode Island 
For that purpose York Rite Nights are of inestimable value. both 
as an interesting Commandery activity, and as a most effective 
pases of indirect candidate solicitation. Real credit is indeed 

ue to E.-. Sir William 8. Clark, present Grand High Priest in 
Massachusetts, for his invaluable services to York Rite Masonr 
in the planning and successful sponsorship of numerous York Rite 
Nights through Massachusetts. We should also be deeply grateful

Properly handled, and under competent leadership, a York 
Rite Night can assure a successful Templar year from a Member- 
ship viewpoint.

Night, as Grand Commander, I have mailed an individual personal 
one-page letter to each Blue Lodge and Chapter and Council man 
in attendance, referring to our mutually pleasant meeting together, 
briefly impressing upon him the importance of Templary, and ex- 
pressing the hope that I may shortly see his application listed in 
some carly Commandery notice. It has been gratifying to learn 
that the letters have been favorably received, and many enthusi- 
astic replies have been made. Written in ink across the face of 
one of these letters to Pittsfield came back the message ‘Acted 
upon. Have applied to Berkshire R. A. as of Jan. 9th as the 
first step! J. G. Milne.” 

But the real effect and result of any York Rite Night is almost 
wholly dependent on the degree of activity thereafter shown by 
the Hminent Commander. If the prospect cards are promptly 
distributed among the Commandery Membership Committee, and 
if any real effort is made to establish personal contact with the 
list. of already half sold Templar prospects who were interested 
enough to attend the occasion, the tangible results are almost 


startlingly successful. A number of Commanders have been most 
enthusiastic. Eminent Sir Rodney 8. Adams of Natick Com- 


mandery, among others, was kind enough to write “Our success 
this year has been due in great measure to your presence and 
address at our York Rite Festival.” Sir Paul Witherell, Captain 
General of St. John’s Commandery of Providence, wrote “T would 
like to add my thanks—for giving us the most rousing talk I have 
ever heard on Commandery Masonry.—You certainly intensified 
our enthusiasm.” I merely quote such comments to prove the 
point that my confidence in the undoubted value of these York 
Rite Nights is no mere individual opinion, 

The final results of these splended gatherings is obviously still 
incomplete. Many Chapter prospects were available for prompt 
Commandery action, but the Blue Lodge brethren present first 
required advancement through the Capitular Rite. Lists of these 
prospects must still be available in the respective Commanderies; 
with few exceptions, the entire list comprising hundreds of names 
is readily available in the office of the Grand Recorder.

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MEMBERSHIP 


Your Grand Commander is indeed thrilled to report to this 
Grand Commandery that during the past year we have established 
an enviable record,—our net gain in membership has been the 
highest in any of the 26 years since 1924! It was well over twice 
our net gain in 1949. As a matter of official record, our peak 
membership was 26,563 in 1926. But that year showed a net 
gain of but 32,—and for 18 consecutive years thereafter, the Grand 
Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island showed net 
losses. The worst was a net loss of 1,505 in 1933; but our éotal 
membership reached a low of 12,330 in 1944. We turned the 
corner in 1945, for the first time in 18 long years, with a net gain 
of 175; the year 1950 stands out as the sixth consecutive, and the 
best, of six years of net gains. Results during the past five years 
are a rather significant test of individual Commandery strength. 
“ At the outset of my administration I compiled a detail sheet of 

Grand Commandery Statistics of Strength and Weakness” for 
distribution to the various Commanders. I felt that an accurate 
knowledge of the statistical progress of each Commandery during 
not only a one-year period, but over five supposedly prosperous 
years, with an opportunity for comparison, might prove con- 
structively helpful to those wise enough to realize that figures 
don’t lie. These statistics showed that 16 Commanderies had a 
net loss in membership over the five-year period from 1945 to 1949 
inclusive; 24 showed a net loss for the single year 1949; and 12 
showed a net loss for both the five-year and the one-year period 
despite net gains by Grand Commandery generally. i 


I believe some of our Commanders gained profit from this 
revealing information. This year 15 Conmmunderes show oes 
loss for the five-year period 1946-1950; but only 15,—rather than 
24,—show a net loss for the single-year 1950 ; and 11 out of 51 
continue to show a net loss during both periods. 

_ I personally believe such comparative statistics, besides being 
informative, have positive value for those who will use them as a 
minimum measure for the ensuing year’s efforts. Therefore this 
year I submit similar statistics, in slightly more detail, showing 
the standing of our 51 Commanderies in M. embership and in 
Altainment, for 1950; the Membership of each for 1946 1949 and 
rede et hee in each cueing. Jive years, and the one year;

It has been a year of marked changes. Worcester l i 
membership has passed both St. John’s oad Calvary to ee ten 
second place. Hugh de Payens has jumped from 12th to 7th, Pil- 
grim from 17th to 18th, Beauseant from 18th to 15th Bethany 
from 33rd to 31st, and Natick from 45th to’42nd. Meanwhile 
Holy Sepulchre has dropped from 10th to 12th in size, Haverhill 
from 14th to 16th, Coeur de Lion from 15th to 17th, Quincy from. 
16th to 18th; Joseph Warren from 22nd to 24th, Narragansett from 
30th to 32nd, Cyprus from 42nd to 44th, and Woonsocket from. 
43rd to 45th. 
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Various factors have assured the outstanding net gain of 465 
this year in our Grand Commandery membership,—not the least 
of which have been the enthusiasm kindled by 27 well attended 
York Rite Nights, the activity apparent in the Melrose occasion 
on April 1, and general interest in our splendid May 28 parade. 
But the real spark plug, primarily responsible for the growth of 
any individual Commandery in a particular year, I am convinced 
still continues to be its Eminent Commander. He either leads, 
or he coasts,—and the result is reflected in his Commandery’s 
membership gain or loss. 

A comparison of the number of petitions received this year and 
last discloses these interesting highlights. A total of 34 out of 51 
Commanderies exceeded, or at least tied, last year’s total number 
of petitions received. Northampton and Milford made it 8 times; 
Winthrop and St. Johns 7 times; Pilgrim and Hugh de Payens 6 
times; Worcester County almost 5 times; Old Colony and_ Athol 
4 times; Natick, Joseph Warren, St. Paul, and Coeur de Lion 3 
times; Holy Sepulchre and T. S. Webb 24% times; and Springfield, 
Berkshire, Trinity, Reading, Narragansett, Cambridge, St. Bernard, 
Temple, Bethany, Beauseant, Cyprus, South Shore also each ex- 
ceeded or tied 1949 in the number of petitions received. While 
not all of these showed a net gain in membership for the year, at 
least each improved or tied 1949 in the number of petitions re- 
ceived. 

Washington, Calvary, Godfrey de Bouillon, and Quincy failed 
either to exceed their last year’s total petitions received or to show 
a net gain in membership. 

An analysis of statistics discloses one especially amazing factor. 
At the close of the current Templar year in the office of the Grand 
Recorder there were cards showing the names of no less than 187 
candidates, in 39 Commanderies, who have been favorably voted 
upon but who have not yet been Knighted! Many of these have 
received the Red Cross. Included are 83 of this year’s petitions, 
72 received during 1949, and 32 hanging fire for over two years. 
There are 29 in one Commandery, 21 in another, 15 in another, 
and 10 or less in 36 other Commanderies. It is a situation beyond 
any reasonable explanation, and it is not good business. Further- 
more, I understand that failure to work a candidate within one 
year of the ballot requires the filing of a new petition. 

Roughly, it would appear that because of deaths, demits, and 
suspensions, 2 Commandery actually shows a net gain of but two 
members for every five new petitions received. NOW is the time 
to increase the membership roll. 


“There is a tide in the affairs of men, 
Which taken at the flood, leads on to fortune;

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COMPARATIVE TRENDS OF SHRINE AND 
TEMPLAR MEMBERSHIP 


On this entire subject of membership I believe that a brief 
comparative analysis of the Shrine and ow Grand Commandery 
discloses an interesting similarity of pattern. I realize that the 
Shrine nationally is not numerically an ideal basis of comparison 
with Templary in two of the 48 States, but the general trends are 
closely related, and the figures, to me, clearly prove that Templary 
in this jurisdiction has not made the recovery which was to be 
logically expected since the low point reached in 1944. 

Following is the enlightening comparison:

In other words, by 1950 the Shrine shows a net gain in member- 
ship of over 100 per cent since the low of 306,470 reached in 1942; 
Templary in this jurisdiction by 1950 shows a net recovery in 
membership of only 111 per cent since the 1944 low point. The 
trends for each organization are remarkably similar, —reflecting 
as they do, for each, the successive effects of economic prosperity, 
post-war depression, and economic recovery. But the rate of 
recovery since the early forties is disappointingly low for Templary. 
So far we have missed the boat! This past year’s record has been 
most encouraging, but our present membership of 13,744 is stzll 
barely one-half of our 26,563 membership in 1926. Meanwhile, 
since 1927, the Shrine has not only regained all losses but reached 
a new all time high. 

It is high time that Commanderies throughout Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island put their respective houses in order. 


For the past five years, during which both the Shrine and this 
Grand Commandery have been reporting steady and growing 
gains, 11 of our 51 Commanderies have repeatedly disclosed annual 
net losses,—both for one year and fer five years. They are Wash- 
ington, Calvary, Woonsocket, Godfrey de Bouillon, Joseph, 
Warren, Narragansett, South Shore, Coeur de Lion, Cyprus, 
Cambridge, and Quincy. And in addition Orange Commandery 
is down to a membership of only 70. What are we going to do 
about it? I don’t want to injure any Sir Knight’s feelings,—but I 
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still say that the future of Templary here is New England is more 
important than any one Commandery, or any one Sir Knight. 


DIPLOMAS 


It has been my personal feeling that Grand Commandery, and 
most Masonic bodies, have too long been presenting to newly 
created members a diploma modelled back in Civil War days. All 
public schools have modernized diplomas from a parchment sheet 
measuring 12 by 18 inches more or less, to more dignified and 
sensible proportions suitable for a simple, inexpensive frame, or 
e ee in a oral moore T believe the size of our official diploma 
should be reduced to dimensions more near! roximati 
inches by 6 inches. ee eae = 


GRAND COMMANDERY OFFICE INFORMATION 


It is strongly recommended that a central file be made available 
at the office of the Grand Commandery to give prompt and ready 
access to the following information relating to each one of our 
51 Commanderies, namely (1) the amount of the initiation fee 
required with each application, (2) the fee, if any, for affiliation 
and (3) the current dues required of each member. % 


UNIFORMS 


At our Semi-Annual Grand Commandery Conclave on May 2 

I reported at some length on the rather ala and cal 
subject of uniforms. I realize that the purchase of uniforms 
including full regalia, substantially raises the cost of new Com. 
mandery membership. When I joined Boston Commandery in 
1918, added to the initiation cost of $75, was a charge of $50 for 
complete regalia, including chapeau, baldric, apron, belt, sword 
and gloves. The coat cost $25 additional, making a total of $75 
for the outfit. At least four reliable uniform houses.—as earlier 
reported in detail,—now furnish coat, chapeau, sword and belt for 
$30. Should the Commandery keep a pool of swords, the indi- 
vidual cost would be $60 for coat, chapeau, and belt. { 


Somewhat incomplete returns on a i i 
I questionnaire sent out b 
our Grand Recorder in the summer of 1949 indicated that 52 ber 
cent of our Commanderies desired continuation of the uniform re- 


quirement, while 48 per cent wanted the purchase of a uniform to 
be optional. 


Most recent action by the Grand Encampment. has left this 
problem of uniforms for disposition by each Grand Commandery 
except that all work must be done by officers and guards in uni- 
form. Strictly speaking, in this jurisdiction, no change ever 
appears to have been made in a ruling that candidates either must 
be provided with uniforms, or a sum to be used for the purchase 
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of uniforms, when available, must be paid into the Commandery 
treasury. 

In short, the entire question has been evasively considered both 
in rule and practice. I hesitate to urge the adoption now of any 
rule more properly the function of my successors in office. But 
if our public appearances aré to be continued, and if our beloved 
Order of militant Christian Knights is to survive as a uniformed 
organization distinctive among all other branches of Masonry, 
then the day is rapidly approaching when we must make a decision. 
Down through the history of the Templar our uniform has been 
more than just a costume; the chapeau, and the sword, and the 
baldric, have been the bright and glittering symbols of Christian 
Knighthood, as is the lambskin apron the badge of a Master 
Mason. 


CONSOLIDATIONS 


I believe the annual report of a retiring Grand Commander, if 
it has any value at all, should be more than a rehearsal of fancied 
accomplishments or a list of social engagements. It should be 
constructive for the future,—if there be any who place any value 
on experience. ; 

I strongly advocate consolidations by Commanderies whose 
officers are honest enough, and far-sighted enough, to appreciate 
that it is far more important to save Templars for Templary than 
it is blindly to insist on saving the skeleton and charter of some 
individual Commandery waging a losing struggle for continued 
existence because of changing conditions beyond the control of its 
loyal members. In February of 1940 it was my privilege to sponsor 
the consolidation of William Parkman of East Boston and Boston 
Commandery. William Parkman had found itself, after a long, 
proud, and prosperous history, finally centered in a community 
no longer residential in character, and with marked racial changes 
in the population of adjacent areas. Past Commanders were 
being recalled to fill line positions,—always an unhealthy sign; 
frequently there was difficulty in assembling a quorum for con- 
claves; current income was proving inadequate to meet current 
expenses. Out of 110 William Parkman members then on the 
books, 42 are dead; but out of 68 still living after ten_years no less 
than 61 are séill Sir Knights of the consolidated Commandery. 
These Sir Knights, instead of drifting away from Templary, are 
members of an active, prosperous, centrally located, outstanding 
Commandery; those who were Past Commanders have retained 
all rights. 

Such a consolidation by William Parkman in 1940 was far wiser 
than the conduct of St. George of Beverly a few years ago, when 
it ceased paying its bills, stopped holding conclaves, and finally 
with its charter lifted no longer exists. 

The creation of a new united Commandery inspires and attracts 
a loyal, interested re-awakened Templar spirit in both groups. Of 
course any Sir Knight, in good standing, not satisfied with the 
consolidation vote, always retains the privilege of taking a demit, 
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and applying for membership in any Commandery he chooses. 
But meanwhile no Commandery has been wilfully allowed to dis- 
integrate and bleed to death. 

The day when there was possible necessity for a Commandery 
in every village and hamlet has passed; the automobile has taken 
the place of the horse and buggy. Granted that a Blue Lodge 
with limited facilities and membership may continue reasonably 
to prosper in.a small community, the average Commandery of 
Ikxnights Templar, somewhat similar to the average Shrine Temple, 
requir s greater facilities and larger membership. Floor maneuvers 
frequently require more ample space. Usually there must be 
armory facilities. No Commandery these days can successfully 
expect to prosper with a potential membership restricted to re- 
cruits from one neighborhood Blue Lodge, or even two. In at 
least one location the Commandery now hesitates to protect: itself 
for fear of an adverse financial effect on a local Blue Lodge and 
Chapter. But true loyalty between Masonic bodies should be a 
two-way street. Neither Blue Lodge nor Chapter should expect 
continuation of a prosperous Commandery located under the same 
roof unl ss candidates are produced for advancement in the York 
Rite. Furthermore, a consolidated Commandery may well agree 
to hold several of its monthly conclaves in the less populated loca- 
tion, and thus by helping on rental, take up the financial shock. 
Certainly the Consistory, our friendly competitor in the Scottish 
Rite, has never found it necessary or advisable to locate in any- 
where near 51 cities and towns throughout Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, although numerically the Scottish Rite continues 


to compare favorably with the York Rite. Under modern con- . 


ditions we find ourselves spread out too thin. 

_ The continued death struggle of an independent Commandery 
in each of two small adjoining towns is as economically unsound 
as the continued operation of two half-stocked drugstores in the 
same business block. Without cutthroat competition, neither 
drugstore will give adequate service,—and frequently both go 
bankrupt. Templary is no place for cutthroat competition; and 
the picture of the gradual extinction of a dying Commandery is 
not only a local disaster in any Christian community but a positive 
detriment to Templary in general. Christian Knighthood is in- 
evitably judged by the activity and local standing of each neigh- 
borhood Commandery, and a dying Commandery is a hurtful 
example to Templars everywhere. 

The attitude of more than one dear old Past Commander, con- 
tentedly basking in the fading twilight of past glories, while dark- 
ness gradually descends on his Commandery, sometimes reminds 
me of the dear old hen clucking contentedly on her nest as she 
vainly tries to hatch a white enamel doorknob! Her intentions 
are good, and her conduct requires no real work, or visible effort. 
But at least she isn’t destroying anything in the process. In 
contrast, it might be asked of some Past Commanders who oppose 
the consolidation which might well save Sir Knights for Templary 
and stop their Commandery from slowly bleeding to death,

whether they are just as active in securing new applications as an 
alternative to consolidation. And whether they regularly attend 
the monthly conclaves of their Commandery to help assure a 
quorum. And whether their help at rehearsals assure a creditable 
annual znspection. In my book, any Sir Knight who opposes the 
rejuvenation of a dying Commandery, through consolidation, 
should be just as active in working for the only other alternative, 
new members. 

I believe this matter of possible consolidation with some other 
neighboring Commandery should receive serious and prompt con- 
sideration by a number of our constituent Commanderies. It is a 
duty they owe to themselves and to Templary. During the past 
year I have been in close correspondence with four locations where 
such sentiment has already been wisely initiated; I feel strongly 
that at least six of our 51 Commanderies should begin to recognize 
the advisability of promoting the necessary steps unless a marked 
improvement is immediately shown in efforts to increase their 
membership. It may be later than they think! 


COMMANDERY ATTAINMENT 


And now comes the time to call a spade a spade. At the outset 
of my administration I announced that at the close of the year 
the efforts of each Commandery would be reviewed individually 
and an official mark calculated for Attainment. I stated that the 
mark would award a rating based on candidates, social activities, 
leadership, Church attendance, public appearances, climination of 
outstanding dues, the Inspection mark, and other worthy achieve- 
ments, which are all part of a successful Commandery year. I 
promised that the official mark would be announced at this Annual 
Conclave, and printed, together with the Inspection Mark, in our 
Proceedings. I further stated that no Commandery which showed 
a net loss in membership for the Templar year could expect a high 
Attainment rating, and that no rating whatever would be given if 
the required Membership Committee was not appointed. 

No doubt there are those who may be critical of an announced 
Attainment Rating; others may be critical of the method and 
weighting of values adopted. To the first may I say that intelligent, 
impartial appraisal of the status of a business, or the character of 
an individual, never hurt anyone. The critic may be wrong; but 
if a critic’s appraisal encourages or results in honest and courage- 
ous self appraisal, no business or individual can help but benefit. 
On the question of comparative values my personal opinion is no 
doubt subject to correction. I can only say that a Grand Com- 
mander during his year of service has the obvious advantage of 
an over-all view of Templar progress and activity. Comparisons 
may be odious; but they can be helpful, if made in a helpful spirit 
and received with an open mind. Real leadership requires not 
only vision, but the courage to face existing facts. We can all 
profit by experience. An any business can profit through com- 
parison with the records and results of another business in the 
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same line and with comparable statistics. Some Commanderies 
in this jurisdiction are not making the most of their opportunities; 
others are making a hopeless but courageous fight against the 
inevitable. During this past Templar year I have stated repeatedly 
that any Commandery failing to show a net gain in membership, 
—not for one year, or for two years, but over a period of years,— 
should meet the situation head on. Before more loyal Sir Knights 
are allowed to lose all interest in some individual Commandery 
because of listless leadership, or social inactivity, or declining 
membership due to causes beyond human control, those Sir 
Knights should be saved for Templary by assuring them an inter- 
ested membership in some strong, active, united Commandery 
through consolidation. We're all proud of our home State, large 
or small, but the real strength of America is based on the power, 
and the numbers inherent in the forty-eight United States. 


Particularly during a year such as the one just completed, when , 


the entire jurisdiction as a whole established a twenty-six year 
membership record, any Commandery which continually fails to 
show some net gain in membership faces one of three alternatives. 
Sufficient new applications must be obtained to assure a net gain 
in excess of mounting deaths, demits, and suspensions; or con- 
solidation should be negotiated with a neighboring Commandery; 
ae the Commandery should run up the white flat of surrender, 
efore Templary is brought into local disrepute. 


For the above reasons I consider a net gain in membership each 
year of paramount importance. Survival is the first law of 
nature; and ordinary schoolboy arithmetic proves an organization 
cannot survive if net annual membership losses continue. Perfec- 
tion in ritual is only an empty gesture when we continue declaim-. 
ing only to ourselves month after month. 

A true Attainment Rating being based pri i 
factors,—the Inspection Mark, qenealep seiner 7a ae 
mandery activities—it should not be possible to attain a mark of 
10 minus, or even 9 plus, for Attainment, if the year’s record 
either for new petitions, or activity, is below par. After most 
careful study and consideration I have therefore computed what 
I believe to be the fair and representative Attainment Mark of 
each constituent Commandery,—giving the annual Inspection 
Mark a weight of four, or 40 per cent; Commandery activities as 
two, or 20 per cent; a net gain in membership for the year as three 
or 30 per cent; with one-half point, or 5 per cent, for 20 or more 
mee ae one half point, or 5 per cent, awarded for a net gain 
oj 10 per cent or more in new petitions as com: i - 
ship;—making a possible total of TEN. a 

Included among Activities are such items as York Rite Ni 
public installations, official Church petri es Non ee 
outings, ladies’ nights, theatre parties, parade participations, etc. 
Every Commandery in Massachusetts and Rhode Island through 
loyal participation in our May 28 public demonstration, was 
assured one full point of the two points possible for Activities. 
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But most earnestly I assert, without fear of logical contradictions, 
that the very life blood of any Commandery depends on new 
peititions; new members mean new faces and new activity, and 
the added dues make further activities possible. All honor to 
leaders of 2 Commandery who faithfully arrange rehearsals for an 
annual inspection; but the most productive and_ worthwhile 
method of perfecting ritual is to put the officers through their paces 
in work on actual candidates! In my book, that type of practical 
service is less like looking at yourself in a mirror! 

A comparison of Inspection Marks this year discloses twelve 
“10 minus” Commanderies, twenty-six “9 plus’’, eight “9”, and 
five “9 minus or less’? Commanderies. Attainment Ratings show 
five “10 minus”, six “9 plus”, eight Commanderies with a mark 
of “9”, and nine ‘9 minus.” 


No doubt there are those with more experience than I, in organ- 
ization work and fraternal affairs, who may say that perfection in 
ritual is far more important than fraternal activities or membership 
growth. But a close analysis of the figures discloses a startlingly 
significant fact! With but few exceptions, the active and growing 
Commanderies also do the most creditable work in ritual; while 
for the most part the very Commanderies which receive a low 
Inspection Mark also disclose a net loss in membership! 


For example, although the Inspection Mark counts only 40 
per cent in Attainment Rating, six among the first ten in Inspection 
results are also among the first ten in general Attainment. Among 
these top ten on the Attainment list, six show a 10 minus for 
Inspection, and four show 9 plus; all ten show a net gain in 
membership for the year. Even more striking is the picture at 
the other end of the scale. The four very lowest in Attainment 
were also the four lowest at Inspection; and among the lowest ten 
on the Attainment Rating list a comparison with their Inspection. 
marks shows only one 10 minus, no 9 plus, five 9s, a 9 minus, 
and three 8 plus or less. 


In short, the average successful Commandery is not only active 
and growing, but good in its work. 

Thus, irrespective of size, or charter precedence, or geographical 
location, but based solely on all around perrorMaNcy,—and care- 
fully computed on the above record of weighted values,—your 
Grand Commander frankly submits the Attaznment Rating of our 
constituent Commanderies this past year to be as follows:

CONCLUSION 


This past year of service to Templar r Gr 
mander,—with the record aetablished ie ae se ts a 
and support of the many who love and honor the name of. Knight 
Templar in Massachusetts and Rhode Island,—has been Gna t 
the happiest years of my life. I would only have winked 4 as 
Right Eminent Sir Arlan Spencer, my original sponsor in th 
Grand Commandery Line, might have lived to judge as to the 
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wisdom of his choice, and that the number one Templar in my 
book of memories—Eminent Sir Robert G. Wilson—might have 
shared this further honor granted to Boston Commandery which 
always meant so much to him. 


For one of my Christian faith, I truly believe Templary to be 
the outstanding organization of Masonic Brotherhood. We are 
the New Testament of Masonry. Whatever one may believe about 
the story of the Resurrection, something magnificent happened 
on that first Easter morning, which changed the whole history of 
mankind. Following that first Easter, the boundless faith of a 
little broken band of the followers of Christ swept across the 
world. That faith brought new conceptions of truth, and social 
justice, and charity, and human kindness. 


All through the Middle Ages, Christian Knights were out- 
standing as defenders of the Cross. Today, in this 20th Century, 
we have seen a new symbolism created for Templary’s Triangle. 
In the modern world, our great Christian Order of Masonic 
Knighthood is threatened by a triple cross-fire. One angle of this 
modern Triangle marks the latent hostility of all non-Christian 
disbelief in the Divinity of Christ; at another, stands the strange 
and unfortunate antagonism towards anything Masonic; and at 
the third angle is militant and aggressive Communistic disbelief 
in God Himself. The very survival of 20th Century Protestant 
Christian Knighthood is now threatened by all three angles of a 
triangle in the center of which, illuminated by twelve burning 
tapers, still glows all the symbolism and faith and service of Tem- 
plary. But that light can be extinguished forever, unless Templary, 
through continued growth year after year, continues virile and 
courageous. 


In the words of the opening and closing stanzas of that splendid 
poem by Ella Wheeler Wilcox: 


“Sir Knight of the world’s oldest order, 
Sir Knight of the Army of God, 
You have crossed the strange mystical border, 
The ground floor of truth you have trod: 
You have entered the sanctum sanctorum 
Which leads to the temple above; 
Where you came as a stone, and Christ-chosen one, 
In the Kingdom of Friendship and Love. 


The world’s battlefield is before you; 

Let wisdom walk close by your side, 

Let faith spread her snowy wings o’er you, 

Let truth be your comrade and guide; 

Let fortitude, Justice and Mercy 

Direct all your conduct aright, 

‘And let each word and act tell to men the proud fact, 
You are worthy the name of ‘Sir Knight’.”

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AWARD OF MERIT MEDALS 


The Order of Merit was established by R..E.:.Sir William S. 
Hamilton during his term as Grand Commander, to be presented 
individually to a very limited number of Sir Knights for distin- 
guished service to our Order. 


One Eminent Commander in particular this past vear I believe 
has attained outstanding distinction as a result of constructive 
work for Templary, far beyond the ustial measure of duty. Under 
his aggressive and constructive leadership Hugh de Payens Com- 
mandery of Melrose, receiving 131 petitions and knighting 123 
candidates, has shown over a 35 per cent net increase in member- 
ship within a single year, advancing from 12th to 7th place among 
the 51 Commanderies in this jurisdiction. Coupled with that 
accomplishment was a 10 minus mark at Inspection, and a large 
measure of the credit for the success of the Red Cross and Malta 
Joint Conclave at Melrose on April 1 under the auspices of Hugh 
de Payens and De Molay Commanderies. Under his active and 
inspired leadership, with the whole hearted and loyal support of 
the Sir Knights of his Commandery, Hugh de Payens No. 20 has 


led all others this past year in true Attainment. Eminent Sir 
Leslie M. Collins, I salute you. 


Tur Granp ComManper: Grand Recorder calls my attention 
to the fact that there is a citation that goes with this. This is 
awarded largely through your efforts in receiving the highest 
number of petitions and highest rating of attainment and highest 
percentage gained of members—37.4 per cent gained in member- 
ship for a single year. I hope you will reconsider your recent 
decision sometime in the near future. We need fellows like you— 
and not just in Melrose. ; 


I have already pointed with pride to the fact that this past 
year we have broken a 26-year record in attaining the highest net 
gain in membership for any single year since 1924. I have en- 
deavored to make clear that one of the most important factors 
resulting in such encouraging activity has been the York Rite 
Night idea. I further believe that the recent expanding interest 
in this splendid Masonic endeavor, and the outstanding measure 
of success attained, has been most especially due to the present 
Grand High Priest of the Grand Chapter in Massachusetts. I 


salute E.-.Sir William §. Clark, Past Commander of Cambridge 
Commandery. 


The Most Worshipful Grand Master in any jurisdiction is 
always properly considered as the ranking number one Mason of 
his State. Some Grand Masters, in addition, have possessed such 
wisdom and true vision as to realize that healthy activity in either 
the York Rite, or the Scottish Rite, or preferably in both, cannot 
help but broaden and strengthen the base on which all the further 
degrees are founded. The man who finds something of particular 
interest to him in the Chapter, or Council, or Commandery,— 
or even the Shrine,—must still protect and support his good 
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standing in some Blue Lodge. An awakened interest in the New 
Testament of Templary may well be the determining factor in a 
man’s renewed or continued interest in Masonry generally. 
Official support and generous co-operation by a Grand Master can 
prove of inestimable value and virtually assure the success of 
membership projects such as our York Rite Nights. Templary 
is most grateful to the Most Worshipful Grand Master of Massa- 
chusetts this past year. I salute E..Sir Roger Keith, a Past 
Commander of Bay State Commandery. 


Tue Granp Commanper: He admits that this is one surprise 
that he has had this year. If you will be seated this will be an 
opportune moment for the Grand Master to say a word. 


Tur Granp Masrer: R-.E..Grand Commander and Sir 
Knights, I don’t know whether or not the Grand Commander 
was going to call on me to say a word or two, possibly either way 
would be all right. Now I have an excuse to say a word or tivo. 


I notice that in his report he said that Bay State Commandery 
led all the rest in the work. That undoubtedly goes back to my 
term of office. I was associated for awhile with Sprague and we 
picked out Crocker who did fairly well. 

This presentation of a medal to me is a complete surprise. I 
didn’t know too much about it. I thought it came for years of 
membership and I am getting old for that. I was head in my 
Commandery in 1924. 


By the way, when you were reading those papers you faltered 
once or tivice. It makes me think of the story of the old colored 
preacher. Some pickaninnies got hold of his sermon on a Saturday 
night and pasted the pages together. The next morning the good 
preacher was reading away, “And Adam said to Eve.” He turned 
the page and hesitated. Finally he said, ‘““There must be another 
leaf around here somewhere.” 

The good judge has such a command of the English language 
that if he didn’t see what he wanted he would write another verse. 


I think we have worked closely together. The Grand Lodge is 
proud of its connections as it has been for years of its inter- 
mingling and friendly and harmonious relations with the other 
bodies. I have just come back from the Grand Lodge meeting in 
California. Their Grand Lodge is one hundred years old. They 
do not, in their Grand Lodge meetings, receive the heads of any 
other bodies. We receive them, pay them homage, and extend 
our friendship. In the Grand Lodge of California nobody is re- 
ceived. At the present time this is of interest as the present Master 
of the Grand Encampment is from California and is not received 
even in his own jurisdiction, There are no honors paid. We pay 
them out of respect and we want to continue in our close Masonic 
friendship of peace and harmony. 


I thank you on behalf of Bay State Commandery. There was 
none higher last year at least. I don’t. know whether Crocker or 
Sprague will have the honor of ever receiving one but at least I did. 
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Tar GrAnp CoMMANDER: Speaking of the really illustrious 
Masons in Massachusetts, George Weeks just called my attention 
to the fact that another arrival has made it unanimous. He is a 
Thirty-third Degree Mason. Illustrious Claude L. Allen, Active 
Member of the Supreme Council and Deputy for Massachusetts 
for Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite, Northern Masonic Jurisdiction 
of the United States.

Right Eminent Grand Commander and Sir Knights: 


This year has been the greatest year in our Grand Commandery 
for 26 years. 
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Our 51 Constituent Commanderies balloted upon 1,040 petitions 
going over the mark of 1,000 for the first time since 1924. In the 
report of this Committee last year, we stated that an objective 
figure of 1,000 new members each year should be our minimum 
requirements, and it is nice to report, you reached that figure the 
very next year. 


The percentage of petitions to membership was 7.8, last. year 
5.9, Massachusetts Commanderies 8.3% this year; last year 6.6%. 
Rhode Island Commanderies 5.5% this year; last. year 2.7%. 
Exhibit “A” attached shows the detail by Commanderies, with 
Hugh de Payens No. 20 of Melrose, Mass., at the top with 37.3%; 
Natick No. 33 second with 17.6%, and De Molay No. 7 next with 
15.7 %. March was the highest month for petitions—251. The 
highest last year was April with 122.

These six years are the only years in which we have had net 
gains since the year 1926. 

We are losing twice as many members through demits and 
suspensions as we are gaining by affiliations and reinstatements. 
This year we lost 130 and gained 64 or about 50% retrieved. The 
average losses for demits and suspensions for the previous five 
years was 115 and our average gains through affiliations and 
reinstatements in this same period was 67 or about 58% retrieved. 
We retrieved less by 8% this year then we have been doing in 
recent years. 

Exhibit “C” attached shows a comparison of the detail of gross 
additions and gross losses for the past six years. 

A comparison by Commandery groups of those having net gains 
and those having net losses with relation to the percentage of pe- 
titions to members, by States, follows:

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This group of 15 Commanderies showing net losses represents 
the weak spots in our organization. It might be presumed that 
the net loss in these 15 Commanderies is due to a greater number 
of gross losses than that of the group showing net gains, but such 
is not the case, for the average gross loss in this group of 15 Com- 
manderies with net losses is exactly the same as the average gross 
loss in the group of 36 Commanderies showing net gains. The 
obvious reason therefore for these “weak spots” is due entirely 
to an insufficient intake of new members. 


Exhibit “D” attached is an analysis of our results for the past 
three years. 34 Commanderies show net gains; 32 in Massachu- 
setts and 2 in Rhode Island. 17 Commanderies show net los 
12 in Massachusetts and 5 in Rhode Island. 9 Commanderies 
had net gains of 15% and over. 12 Commanderies had net: losses 
of 3% and over. Our Grand Commandery being the oldest in 
the U. S. A. our average age naturally is very high. Our deaths 
are 77% of our gross losses, for all other Grand Commanderies 
combined it is 57%. For this reason our results are below the 
average of the Grand Commanderies in the jurisdiction of the 
Grand Encampment. For the last Triennium the Grand En- 
campment had a net gain of 20%, compared with our total figure 
for the last three years combined, of 6%. 


“THE TEMPLAR” 


.The Committee has published The Templar official publication 
of the Grand Commandery for the past three years. It has been 
mailed so as to reach the Council Officers, Recorder, and Wardens 
of each Commandery promptly on the first day of the month. 
With each issue was mailed an accumulative summary of petitions 
acted upon right up to date. The creative and competitive 
interest shown by Constituent Commandery officers accounts in 


a very large measure for the success of our membership activities 
over these three years. 


CONCLUSION 


Beginning in 1927 we had 18 years of successive net losses, the 
last six years have successively shown net gains, to the extent 
that it is clearly evident that the necessary ground work has been 
sufficiently completed, so that Committees should now be able 

to function” much better and from now on real progress should 
be made. “To function” implies action. The act of functioning 
means to fulfill a normal activity, to work effectively and to per- 
form the duties of the Committee. 


The life of our Commanderies will depend upon the active 
work of the Membership Committees in the years to come. The 
building of our membership can be accomplished by these Sir 
Knights. Their co-operation can be obtained by enthusiastic and 
inspirational work on the part of the officers; that group to supply 
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the initiative and leadership; the Committee appointees to exercise 
guidance; and the members at large by individual action to 
motivate and carry through the execution of this project. The 
percentage of alert, responsive and willing Sir Knights determines 
largely whether the pointer on your Commandery gauge will 
stand at excellent, medium or poor.

Tue Granp ComManpmr: Any other new business other than 
action on the new amendments? 


Regarding the first amendment, we have had many inquiries 
during the year as to the possibilities of Commanderies not insist- 
ing on full payment of the fee with the petitions. We have checked 
the basic requirements of our constitution and the Grand En- 


campment regulations regarding the legality of this proposed 
amendment. 


Moved to Amend Article XX, Section 1 by striking out said 
section, and substituting, in place thereof, the following: 


Section 1. No Subordinate Commandery shall confer the 
Orders of Knighthood for a less sum than forty dollars, at 
least thirty dollars of which in compliance with Section 134 
of the Statutes of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar 
shall be paid before the Red Cross is actually conferred, and 


any balance shall be paid before the Order of the Temple 
is conferred. 


In effect. the proposed amendment only means this. The fee 
can not be less than forty dollars. At least thirty of the forty 
dollars must be paid before the Red Cross Degree is actually 
conferred. The other ten dollars could be held until after the 
election and after the Red Cross is conferred and until the con- 
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ferring of the Order of the Temple. At which time, contrary to 
general knowledge, the Commander says, “Is there any objection?” 

If there is no discussion we will take action on the proposed 
amendment to Article XX, Section 1. 


The vote was unanimous in favor of the amendment. 


Tup Granp Commanper: With reference to the next proposed 
amendment, I will make a motion to amend it, As it now stands 
it is a motion to amend Article II of the regulations of the Grand 
Commandery and it is also pointed out that under the Constitution 
of the Grand Encampment a vote of the Commandery is actually 
required before suspension. The proposed amendment to the 
amendment would clear that up. As originally submitted, the 
proposed amendment would result in automatic suspension. 


Moved to Amend Article II by adding a new section at the end 
thereof as follows: 


Section 6. Notice of delinquency for non-payment of dues 
shall be given by the Recorder of each Commandery, at least 
once each calendar year, to any Sir Knight in arrears for 
three consecutive years, and after such notice shall have been 
served upon a delinquent Sir Knight in, accordance with 
Article IT said member shall, at the expiration of two months 
thereafter, stand automatically suspended from membership 
in said Commandery unless, within said period of two months, 
his delinquency shall have been reduced to arrears of less 
than three years. 


(The Grand Commander read the proposed amendment to the 
proposed amendment to Article IT.) 


Moved to amend the proposed Amendment to Article II of 
the Regulations of the Grand Commandery by adding after the 
words ‘in accordance with Article II,’’ as same appear in said 
proposed amendment, the words “the Commandery shall aura 
said member;” and also by striking out from said proposed amend = 
ment the words “said member shall” | and the words pane 
automatically suspended from membership in said Command ab 
so that such proposed amendment as thus amended will read as 
follows: 


Moved to Amend Article II of the Regulations a Gir 
Commandery by adding a new section at the end thereof as follows: 


Section 6. Notice of delinquency for non-payment of dues 
shall be given by the Recorder of each Commandery, pele 
once each calendar year, to any Sir Knight m oe or 
three consecutive years, and after such notice ee 
served upon a delinquent Sir Knight a accordance ue h 
Article IT the Commandery shall suspend said member an Ese, 
within said period of two months, his delinquency shall have 
been reduced to arrears of less than three years. 
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The purpose of all this is as follows. I may be wrong but I am 
under the impression that there is a lot of deadwood being carried 
and there are thoes of us who feel that when a Sir Knight in any 
Commandery is in arrears up to three years it is high time the 
Commandery took stock. If nothing else is done they should take 
a sufficient amount from their charity fund to prevent suspension. 
The purpose of this amendment is merely to force some action 
when a man has let his dues go into arrears for a period of three 
years. When he reaches that point the Commandery should 
either suspend him or charge it against their charity fund and 
then, in their own eyes and the Grand Commandery, they may 
have honest bookkeeping rather than false figures. 


In other words I feel very strongly that this deadwood should 
not be permitted to pile up. There are two Commanderies here 
today who are able to report that all their dues are paid up. We 
can at least clear away a lot of underbrush—a lot of men owing 
three years. I feel strongly that affirmative steps should be taken. 
The purpose of this amendment is to assure that we shall not 
receive any reports in our office of any members owing more than 
three years dues. 


The vote was unanimous in favor of the Amendment as amended. 


Tur Granp Commanpmr: At two-thirty we will reconvene for 
the election. There is one other thing I wish to ascertain. Jarlier 
in the day the number of Commanderies present was reported. 
T assume we will have the up-to-the-minute report later.

Grertines to all Sir Knights in Massachusetts and Rhode Island— 


Considerable interest has been evidenced in the proposed Semi- 
Annual Conclave, and Knights Templar Parade, in Boston on 
Sunday afternoon, May 28, 1950. 


Public appearances,—except for the splendid observance these 
past four years at the Manning Bowl in Lynn,—have unfortu- 
nately been few and far between. While I feel that the estimated 
figures are somewhat exaggerated,—having personally participated 
on all four occasions,—Grand Commandery records report. the 
Worcester parade on Wednesday, June 24, 1925 had 7,000 in line; 
the Springfield parade on Thursday June 24, 1926 had 4,000; the 
Concord parade on Sunday, June 8, 1934 had 3,600; and Providence 
on Sunday, May 12, 1935 had 6,000. That was fourteen long years 
ago. 


On Sunday, May 5, 1940, under the sponsorship of Boston 
Commandery, a total of 18 Commanderies and 5 bands partici- 
pated,—with 832 in line,—in a parade from Masonic Temple in 
Boston to Trinity Church in Copley Square. For your information 
the roster of that day discloses the following: Boston Commandery 
142 men; De Molay 71 men; Pilgrim of Lowell 29 men plus 14 Sir 
Knights from Bethany of Lawrence; Palestine of Chelsea 16 men; 
Winslow Lewis of Salem 34 men; St. Omer of Dorchester 54; 
Joseph Warren of Roxbury 40; South Shore of Weymouth 15; 
Cocur de Lion of Charlestown 75; Gethsemane of Newton 17; 
Olivet of Lynn 45; Cyprus of Hyde Park 6; Bethlehem of Gloucester 
11; Quincy 35; Temple of Norwood 6; Reading 4; and Winthrop 17. 
The five bands totalled 171 men. This was a local observance 
under the auspices of a single Commandery. 
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Especially if uniform requirements for our Order are to be 
gradually relaxed,—and with an average age level in most Com- 
manderies becoming startlingly high,—I firmly believe that the 
banners and emblems of our Christian Order should be carried in 
parade at least once more within your lifetime and mine! 


The proposed parade on Sunday afternoon May 28, 1950 is a 
Grand Commandery project. All Commanderies within a reason- 
able distance of central Boston will be expected to turn out their 
total available strength. Whether or not Commanderies geographi- 
cally remote from the area are able to guarantee a substantial at- 
tendance of uniformed Sir Knights, every Commandery is urgently 
requested to assure, as a minimum, the presence of officers and 
standards. Pride in your own Commandery should at least unfurl 


your colors in this public tribute to the spirit of twentieth century 
Crusaders! 


Asa matter of information, only ten Commanderies are located 
west of Worcester. Only eight are south of Brockton, and only 
five are north of Reading. Therefore at least twenty-eight Com- 
manderies would seem to be rather readily accessible to Boston — 
especially on a Sunday in May. . 

Present plans are for a brief parade from Boston Common to 
Mechanies Building, a distance of exactly one mile,—all on 
smooth, level, macadam,—a brisk twenty minute walk.

Right Eminent Past Grand Commander 
which occurred at his home in Providence on October 5, 1949. 
Clarence Martin Dunbar, son of Bradford C. and Sarah M. 
(Sheparson) Dunbar, was born in Wakefield, Massachusetts on 
October 29, 1871. He was educated in the Public Schools at 
Melrose, Malden and Wrentham, Massachusetts. 


He learned the jewelry business as an apprentice and started the 
firm of Dunbar, Leach, Garner Company, manufacturing platers 
in 1899, at Attleboro, Massachusetts. He resigned from that 
firm in 1906, and established the corporation of Cook, Dunbar, 
Smith Company, manufacturing platers at Providence, Rhode 
Island. At the time of his death, he was a Director and Treasurer 
of that concern. 


He became interested in Masonry, and was Raised in Bristol 
Lodge A.F. & A.M., North Attleboro, on November 17, 1896. 
He served as Junior Deacon in 1916-1917, and Senior Deacon 
1918-1919. 

He was Exalted in King Hiram Royal Arch Chapter, October 13, 
1898, and served as High Priest in 1906-1907. — He was District 
Deputy Grand High Priest of the Third Capitular District in 
1911-1914. 

He was Greeted in Attleboro Council Royal and Select Masters 
on March 20, 1905, and he was Thrice Illustrious Master 1908— 
1909. 
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He was Knighted in Bristol Commandery No. 29 K. T., Attle- 
boro, Massachusetts, February 6, 1903, and served as Eminent 
Commander during 1908-1909. 


He was appointed an Officer in the Grand Commandery Knights 
Templar of Massachusetts and Rhode Island by Right Eminent 
Sir Frederick I. Dana on October 29, 1914 and was elected Grand 
Commander in 1925. 


He was Grand Representative of the Grand Commandery K. T. 
of the State of Colorado. 


He was a member of the Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
Association of Knights Templar Commanders, and was Past 
President of the Past Commanders’ Association. 


He held Honorary Memberships in many of the Commanderies. 


He was a member of the Rhode Island Consistory Scottish Rite 
Masons. 


He was a member of Palestine Temple A.A.O.N.M.S., of 
Providence, Rhode Island, and served as Illustrious Potentate in 
1911-1912, and was a Representative to the Imperial Council 
since 1911, and was elected Imperial Potentate in 1927.

A Member of the City’s Common Council from the Fifth Ward 
from 1914-1918, 


He was Fire Commissioner from 1918 to 1927. 


Commodore of the Rhode Island Yacht Club, Past President of 
the Old Penham Club. 


Director of the Rotary Club. : 
Member of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 
A Charter Member of Attleboro Lodge B.P.O.E. 


Thus has passed to his reward a distinguished citizen, Mason 
and churchman, faithful in every position of honor or trust be- 
stowed upon him. We mourn his passing. His place in Templary 
and in other branches of Masonry will be hard to fill, but we thank 
the Great Captain of our Salvation that Sir Knight Dunbar was 
spared to live among us for so many years, that we have been 
permitted to be associated with him, and that we benefitted by 
ee counsel.

Desiring to co-operate to the fullest extent with detailed plans 
for Templary’s big day at Melrose on April 1, the Grand Com- 
mander has recognized the wisdom of not complicating or con- 
fusing attendance and ticket returns for that event by any pre- 
mature questionnaire or details preparatory for our scheduled 
Grand Commandery parade in Boston on Sunday, May 28.
